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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 19-20, 53, 79, 81-82, 84-85, 87, 107-112 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected embodiment 
3 which calls for a metal layer (a non-oxidized portion) overlying the first conductive 
capacitor plate, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made 
without traverse of embodiment 1 in Paper No. 18. Embodiment 1 as elected by 
applicant does not have and require a metal layer (a non-oxidized portion) overlying the 
first conductive capacitor plate. 

The amendment filed on 05/03/2004 presenting only claims drawn to non-elected 
species is non-responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). There is no claims that are readable on 
the elected species (embodiment 1 ) because all the claims are directed to either 
embodiment 3 or embodiment 2 which are different patentably species from the elected 
embodiment 1.
